Shortly after Jhe holidays the 
National Tuberculosis BxhlMton, 
which ha»beenat the Jarmstown 
Exposition all during the past sum- 
mer, will be brought to Louisville, 
r her* it will be open for two weeks. 
It is being brought to the Btate by 
the Kentucky Anti-Tuberculosis As- 
.'tociation which hopes through its ed 
ucationai influence to awaken 
throughout state greater interest in 
the fight against Tuberculosis and to 
impress upon the people in every 
ity, including our own, that 
there is a great opportunity and a 
great duty in this effort to stamp out 
the great "white plague," consump- 
tion. 

In the last few years yellow fever 
has lost iis terrors, and tuberculosis 
will doubtless also cease to be a 
source of dread when the people 
have been taught how to fight it and 
how to prevent it. 

The Exhibit, which is conducted by 
the National Association for the 
prevention and study of tuberculosis 
consists of charts, photographs, 
models of sanitariums and- shack • 
for out-door treatment, together 
with many other displays, showing 
how tuberculosis is combatted by the 
open air treatment. In an adjoin- 
ing hall lectures illustrated by stere- 
optieon views will be delivered by 
prominent physicians at other points 
in Louisvi.le during its exhibition in 
that city. No admission will be 
charged and the halls will be open 
all day. 

Consumption, according to all au- 
thorities now-a-days, is not heredi- 
tary but is communicated through 
carelessness from one victim to the 
rest of the family and, if taken in 
time, it can under proper treatment 
be cured. To show to the people of 
this state, where one in seven of us 
die o* tuberculosis of the lungs, that 
this dread disease can be cured, and 
to teach them how to keep others 
from taking it, is the object of bring- 
ing the exhibit to Louisville, which 
is to cost the Kentucky Anti-Tuber- 
culosis Association about $700 dol- 
lars. The Exhibit Includes no feat 
ure objectionable to the most fastid- 
ious taste, 'nothing whatever of 
danger to any one and is intended 
primarily for well people, not for 
those infected with tuberculosis. 
According to present plans it will be 
opened in Louisville on Jan. 10th. 

On the opening day there there 
will be held in Louisville a meeting 
f all the County Health Officers to 
co-operate with the Kentucky As- 
sociation and meetings of the vari- 
ous County Boards of Health will be 
held during the week for the discus- 
sion of tuberculosis and to assist in 
the spreading of a great work.
